whom he wrote : courting them (as it were) 
with winning terms,and appellations ; a5 d}4m@, 
beloved, my Son Timothy, and thelike : exſtolling 
their Faith, Love and $aint-ſhip: melting them 
too, with kind and hearty ſalutations, Graceand 
Peace. St.Lake alſo, that learned Evangeliſt,be- 
gins with zegnx pn, moſt excellent Theophilus : 
And St. ohr uſhers in one of his Epiſtles, de- 
dicating 1t to the EleF Lady 3 Thets were all 
expert hſhersof men, and ſo well knew how to 
bait thcir hooks that they might catch the 
Soules of men. That dodrine is {wallowed 
moſt ſweetly, and that Sermon digefted mokt 
ſoundly, which is wrappedup ina ſugard, and 
ſavory conceit of the Preachers worth, learning, 
affectionate-tenderneſle and integrity . Imagi- 
nation here ismoſt operative: This ſubdues the 
; A 2 | hearts 
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hearts of mcn unto the obedience of the word, 
as once the very fame of Alexander did not a 
little conduce to the conquering of puiſſanr 
Armies. 

Fain would I (at this preſent, at this Solemnt- 
ty,.in this Auditory) obſerve the method, and 
walk in the footſteps of ſo grand Exemplar's; 
I mean, I would gain your Pezelope, by the aſh- 
ſtance and conſpiracy of your own Maides : 
Captivate your judgements and wills to the 
attention, and imbracing of the enſuing dil- 
courſe, by the innocent Lexocinium, or harmleſs 
trechery of your own affections. 

To this end, I ſhall level the Artillery of my 
weak Rhetorick, make my Battery and invaſion, 
firſt, upon you my Friends, Neighbours, & coun- 
try-men, you thatlike the Sons of Iſrael, have 
accompanied our Father Jacob,Patrum Patrie, a 
Father of our Country, hither to his Mamre, 
his Cave of Macpelah:you,that likethoſe devour 
men, ATs 3. have brought Stephen F ETepavoy nugy, 
indeed our Crow, our Glory to his burial.

Fall xpon your necks, 
and vie tears with you, until we haye made a 
great mourning , aSOnce was made for the death 
of Joſiah, ſetting all our notes to the tune of H4- 
dadrimmon. For Alas, Sirs! whata poor deſo- 
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late, viduated, infeebled, gloomy Country fhall 
we find at our return? After-we. have parted 
with ſuch a Father out of our Iſrael ,- ſuch a 
Stake out of our hedg, ſuch aCeder out of ourLe- 
banon, ſuch aLxminary out of our Hemiſphear.
